‘)} “ince the camcencenent of hoatilities on 16 June, 
the Peron goverment hag elamed an official blackout on 
curanication fron the Argentine and there have been no comercial 
cable or telephone communications from there, vailable inforna= 
tion, therefore, has either been released 2y the Peron povernnent 
or has been rcecoived fron UMuguay sourees, 

(2) Sources in Ururuay report that the present plot was 
conceived in “obruary in conversations between hirh Naval, Airy 
and uray officialyu.

(3) The leader of the revelt is believed to be

{6) The pround force strencth as of 1 Septaiber 195) 
is estimated at 102,000. The bulk of the army is deployed 
roughly in an are around the upper half of Argentina. At the 
oyesent time it is believe that there are about 22,000 troops 
in kuenos Aires ineludine one motorized diviaion, one armored 
division, two regiments, and some tactical units within arny 
schools, The naval strenrth as of middle Sk, including the 
naval alr army is estimated at 28,000. The combat eficctivee- 
ness or the air arm is not considered hich and consists of 
74 training aireraft, 12 patrol air craft, 19 transport aireraft, 
and 25 liaison airoraft, none of modern type. The air force as

{7) In addition to the two air attacks on the government 
buildings on 16 June, there are reports of mortar and artillery

(8) While facts are lackines to appraige the situation 
with any degree of confidence, it is possible that the revolt 
may asvunme major proportions and even if the principal ole ents
